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Ring road 
project is 
hailed as 
a success 

THE multi-million pound 
Walsall ring road has been 
hailed for improving jour¬ 
neys in the town - despite 
costing the council hundreds 
of thousands of pounds 
years after it was completed. 

Walsall Council has been 
forced to allocate £630,000 
towards the costs of the £23 
million scheme in this finan¬ 
cial year to help pay off its 
cost. The project was com¬ 
pleted in spring 2009, 
almost a year behind sched¬ 
ule, causing it to go £5 
million over budget. 

The council had to set 
aside more than half-a- 
million this year to cover the 
costs of consultants, con¬ 
tractors, engineers and legal 
fees. 

Bosses insist the ring road 
has been a success. Council 
leader Mike Bird said: 
“Anyone who visits Walsall 
now tells us it is far easier to 
get from junction 10 and 
around the town. 

“There are those that 
have criticised the amount 
of traffic lights but they are 
timed.” 

The delay in completing 
the scheme was blamed on a 
range of problems including 
floods and the discovery of 
Victorian pipework not 
shown on maps. Delays were 
also caused by utility compa¬ 
nies, including gas and elec¬ 
tricity, who were unable to 
complete work for long 
periods. 

Bridge work 
closes street 

AN OVERNIGHT road 
closure will be in force in 
Walsall town centre for 
bridge inspection work to 
take place on Saturday. 

Murphy Group is carrying 
out the inspection at the 
bridge in Bridgeman Street 
on behalf of Network Rail. 

The closure is from 11pm 
to 9am.

MARKET IS A BIG 
MONEY-SPINNER

TRADERS are seeking extra stalls for the traditional 
Walsall Market after it emerged that it is making £130,000- 
a-year profit. 

The town centre market is doing a lot better than other markets across the region and 
is generating tens of thousands of pounds. 

It costs Walsall Council an estimated £493,634 a year to run the market on Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Friday and Saturday but it brings in £629,617. 

Tony Larner, of the Market Traders Association, said that Walsall was attracting stall¬ 
holders and more would be willing to set up on the 100 pitch market.

Enterprise 
zone gets 
thumbs up 

MULTI-MILLION pound plans to create an 
enterprise zone in Darlaston, bringing 
thousands of new jobs, have taken a step 
forward. 

Councillors in Walsall approved a draft 
plan to simplify the planning regime for 
some businesses keen to move in to the area. 

Darlaston was given a major boost when 
it was included in the Black Country Enter¬ 
prise Zone, which will involve 15 sites in the 
town including the former IMI copperworks 
site. Wolverhampton also has one of the job 
zones. 

Special planning permission for the Dar¬ 
laston zone - known as a local development 
order (LDO) - last week cleared its first 
hurdle by being approved by councillors. 

It will now go out to a 28-day consultation 
and must eventually be approved by full 
council and the Government. 

Under the plan, light industry and ware¬ 
housing businesses will face a simplified 
planning system which will help them to 
move in to the area with greater ease. 

Any other types of work, including recla¬ 
mation or mineral extraction, would need 
full planning approval. 

Councillors gave the LDO project their 
backing and agreed it was a chance to stim¬ 
ulate the area and attract investment. 


“ There is a big demand for Walsall Market 
and we want to try and get more stalls,” he 
said. 

“You could put another 10 or 20 stalls on 
there and they would fill. It is a good draw 
being in the town centre.” 

The main town centre market, which 
moved from the High Street to The Bridge 
two years ago, is thriving despite other 
markets having been axed or struggling to 
attract traders or customers. 

It emerged earlier this month that Willen¬ 
hall market is poised to lose Walsall Council 
almost £50,000 this year while Darlaston 
was axed earlier in the year as part of cost¬ 
cutting measures. 

Council chiefs are currently looking at 
ways to drive down costs at Willenhall 
having already made £27,000 savings. 

Brownhills market, which was 
relaunched by private operators on behalf of 
the council, was also pulled in the summer 
due to a lack of interest. 

Income from Walsall Market, along with 
Bloxwich which also makes a profit, of 
around £20,000, is helping to cover the 
deficit of the less popular pitches in Willen¬ 
hall. 

The 40-stall Bloxwich market off High 
Street has an annual income of £68,603 
compared to its operating costs of £47,602. 

Regeneration chief councillor Adrian 
Andrew said Walsall and Bloxwich markets 
were thriving and supported the economy of 
their communities.

Historic 
canalside 
building 
for sale 

CAMPAIGNERS have called 
for the preservation of one of 
Walsall’s historic buildings 
which is set to go under the 
hammer. 

The grade II listed former 
Canal Museum and adjoin¬ 
ing Lock Keepers Cottage, in 
Old Birchills, will be auc¬ 
tioned off. But, local histori¬ 
ans are urging whoever buys 
the picturesque building, 
which stands alongside 
Walsall Canal, to treat it 
“sympathetically and with 
love”. 

The former museum, 
which closed down in 2003, 
will go under the hammer on 
March 1 at Aston Villa FC 
with CP Bigwoods. It has a 
guide price of £50,000 and 
potential buyers are warned 
the building needs “compre¬ 
hensive repair and refur¬ 
bishment”. 

Heritage 

Ann French, a local 
author and member of 
Walsall Civic Society, said 
the building was part of 
Walsall’s heritage. “This 
building has got an awful lot 
of history to it,” she said. 
“It’s such a shame that it 
closed down and it seems 
any buildings that are left 
empty end up getting 
attacked and damaged. 

“Whoever buys this has 
got to be very careful with 
what they do with it. It needs 
to be lovingly restored and it 
would be ideal if it was kept 
for the community. ”

No plans to 
drop prayers 
from council, 
says leader 

LEADER of Walsall 
Council Mike Bird has said 
he has no plans to change 
the saying of prayers before 
full council meetings, 
despite a High Court ruling 
against another council. 

Councillor Bird said that 
saying prayers before meet¬ 
ings was a tradition that will 
be maintained, as it is not 
part of the official business 
of the meeting and so cannot 
be considered unlawful. 

A test case bid to outlaw 
prayers before local council 
meetings was won earlier 
this week by the National 
Secular Society and an 
atheist councillor. They 
challenged the practice of 
Bideford Town Council in 
Devon of having prayers on 
meeting agendas. 

The saying of prayers as 
part of a formal meeting of a 
council was said to be unlaw¬ 
ful under section 111 of the 
Local Government Act 1972, 
and there is no statutory 
power permitting the prac¬ 
tice to continue. The case is 
being appealed. 

Councillor Bird said he 
would keep an eye on the 
outcome. He added: “I 
imagine it’s a tradition we 
will lose. It’s something that 
happens before a council 
meeting starts. We believe it 
doesn’t fill the category of 
official business.” 


The manufacturing 
complex in Middlemore 
Lane is now under the own¬ 
ership and management of 
Birmingham-based Prop¬ 
erty Link (Midlands).

GKN was in the town for 
more than 50 years but pro¬ 
duction was wound down 
last year and work trans¬ 
ferred to Erdington.

WALSALL North MP David 
Winnick has expressed his 
concern at an “acute short¬ 
age” of social housing in the 
borough. 

Mr Winnick held a 
meeting with Walsall 
Council and Walsall Housing 
Group officers on the issue. 

He fears the housing 
queue will continue to grow. 

Mr Winnick explained: 
“All the indications are that 
the housing queue will con¬ 
tinue to grow substantially 
and all the more so in the 
present economic climate. 

“It has become even more 
difficult to obtain and 
service a mortgage, unless 
the salaries are substan¬ 
tially above average. 

Of the meeting, he said: 
“We discussed various 
housing developments plans 
which are in the pipeline, 
including the major Goscote 
redevelopment, which is due 
to take place shortly. 
However, due to lack of 
finance at every level, it is 
not expected in this develop¬ 
ment, or elsewhere in the 
borough, there will be much 
opportunity for new rented 
affordable housing.”

Man (ailed for five-year housing fraud 


A MAN has been jailed for 12 months for 
heading up a five-year benefits con which 
defrauded more than £21,000 out of Walsall 
Council. 

Raufal Alam, 33, obtained the leaseholds 
for properties which were then rented out to 
his partner and mother of his children, 40- 
year-old Masarat Begum. 

Begum then applied for housing and 
council tax benefit for the property as a 
single parent, naming Alam’s sister Aleya 
Begum, 23, as her landlady but the benefits 
were really lining the pockets of Alam. 

He persisted with the fraud through 


several changes of address for properties all 
around Walsall including premises in 
Wednesbury Road, Harness Close and 
Broadway North. 

Cynical 

All three defendants appeared at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last week after 
admitting one count each of conspiracy to 
defraud between 2005 and 2010. 

Sentencing the three, Judge Martin 
Walsh said it was inevitable that the instiga¬ 
tor of the fraud Alam, of Broadway West, 
would be jailed immediately for his crime 


and the “cynical way in which it was perpe¬ 
trated”. 

His sister Aleya, also of Broadway West, 
was handed a 42-week prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for 18 months, 200 hours of unpaid 
work and 12 months supervision. 

Masarat Begum, of Darlaston Road, was 
given a 36-week prison sentence suspended 
for 18 months, 150 hours of unpaid work 
and a 12-month supervision order. 

Judge Walsh told Alam: “This was sophis¬ 
ticated to the extent that false documenta¬ 
tion was produced. 

“The fraud extended over a period of time, 


and although the amount of money 
defrauded was not enormous, it was signifi¬ 
cant and money to which you were not enti¬ 
tled.” 

Broken 

Mr Danny Smith, defending Alam, said 
his client was in huge debt and the proper¬ 
ties he owned were in negative equity. 

He added: “He is a broken man, shunned 
by his community and his family. ” 

The three defendants initially denied the 
offence but at a pre-trial review hearing 
they all admitted their guilt. 


Popular shopping centre is 
thriving despite tough times 


A SHOPPING centre in Walsall is enjoying a 
resurgence in trade after being able to attract 
new retailers as well as more shoppers 

Managers at The Saddlers Centre believe it is bucking the 
trend for struggling high streets with demand for empty 
units. 

The Centre Cafe chain has recently created 10 jobs by 
opening in the Walsall town centre mall while Urban Diva 
has expanded into a bigger unit. Forty-three of the 50 units

There is also interest in 
vacant space as bosses have 
revealed a six per cent year- 
on-year increase in visitors. 

It comes as some busi¬ 
nesses on nearby Park 
Street have looked to move 
from the main high street 
and relocate to the Crown 
Wharf shopping centre. 

River Island and Clinton 
Cards are both poised to 
relocate (see page 23). 

But while the Clinton 
shop in Park Street is 
expected to close the Sad¬ 
dlers Centre branch will 
remain. 

There are around 100 
empty shops and units 
across the town centre as 
Walsall Council seeks to 
tackle the problem. 

Business looking to move 
from Park Street has 
sparked fears more shops 
are migrating towards the 
Crown Wharf end of the 
town centre, which has also 


been boosted by the creation 
of a £65 million Tesco store. 

However, figures revealed 
by managers at the inde¬ 
pendent Saddlers Centre 
show the weekly footfall in 
December was higher than 
2010, building to more than 
180,000 shoppers in the pre- 
Christmas week. While 
January’s visitor numbers 
have also increased. 

Challenges 

Centre manager Angela 
Henderson said: “We know 
high streets throughout the 
UK are facing tough times, 
but you have to face the chal¬ 
lenges and deliver what your 
shoppers demand. We are 
doing just that with new 
names joining our line. 

“We are investing in the 
centre to improve the expe¬ 
rience for our shoppers, not 
just in attracting new retail¬ 
ers but also in improve¬ 
ments to our car park.” 


College leads |ob scheme 

HUNDREDS of apprenticeships could be created as part of 
a national £1 billion scheme to tackle youth unemployment. 

College bosses in Walsall are seeking businesses to take 
part in the Government scheme, which will see them offered 
cash to take on apprenticeships in a host of trades.

Rejection for 
garden shed 
dentist plan 

AFTER three years working as a 
dentist, Rikki Dhody was looking 
forward to bringing his work a bit 
closer to home - into his garden shed. 

The 26-year-old from Walsall was 
so fed up struggling to find some¬ 
where to practice, he planned to 
transform his own garden shed into a 
dental practice. But the plans have 
been turned down by Walsall Council. 

Mr Dhody, however, says the deci¬ 
sion will not ruin his dream as he con¬ 
tinues his search for a suitable 
location to carry out his vocation. 

Mr Dhody, of Woodlands Avenue, 
Paddock, said he had been searching 
for somewhere to set up his own 
dental practice for several years 
which would offer patients the chance 
to bypass long waiting lists. 

Transform 

He claimed his plans to transform 
his shed would have allowed him to 
offer care at affordable cost, before 
moving to a more commercial area if 
his business proved a success. 

But the proposals were turned 
down by the council on grounds of 
accessibility, parking issues and 
opening hours. 

Mr Dhody trained to become a 
dentist at Birmingham University 
and sees between 20 and 30 patients a 
day for the NHS in Bedworth. 

He said: “I want to be focussing 
around the emergency type of care. 
There’s quite a bit of demand for that 
at the moment. A lot of people can’t 
access a dentist.“ 

He said he was disappointed when 
the local authority turned down the 
plan, adding: “It would have been 
available at night when dental pain 
often kicks in and it was easily acces¬ 
sible for me.”

Pilot scheme slashes roadworks time 


THE amount of time spent digging 
up Walsall’s roads to repair potholes 
is being slashed, say highways chiefs. 

Highways bosses and Wolverham- 
ton-based Tarmac Ltd are working to 
pilot a scheme which could mean less 
disruption for drivers. 

New machinery is being used and 
in some cases it will cut the amount 
of time for roadworks by weeks. 

Roads chief Councillor Tom Ansell 


has welcomed the move and said: 
“It’s a very simple but effective idea 
and we’re delighted with how it is 
working. 

“In the past, we’d close a road or 
part of a road to carry out patching 
works by traditional hand tool 
methods. We are now trialling a dif¬ 
ferent method whereby we are using 
new small planning and paving 
machines. This method shortens the 


working time by as much as weeks on 
occasions and it also gives a better 
surface quality. 

“Whilst the road is closed we are 
repairing other problems in the 
street such as gully cleansing, road- 
markings and street nameplates.” 

Under the trial, council officers 
will try to co-ordinate work so all the 
workers who need to be on site are 
there to complete work at the same 


time. They also say the new processes 
lead to longer lasting repairs. 

Walsall Council’s budget for the 
financial year ahead includes a pro¬ 
posal to save £20,000 a year by taking 
up to five days to deal with potholes. 

Jason Suffolk, contracts manager 
at Tarmac, said: “These trials, along 
with the new processes that we’ve 
introduced, are bringing real bene¬ 
fits to the roads of Walsall.”

Plan to save historic bridge by lowering road

THE ROAD under a historic bridge in Dar- 
laston is set to be lowered in an attempt to 
prevent lorries hitting the aqueduct and 
leaving it in danger of collapse. 

Lorries striking the Grade Il-listed 
James Bridge aqueduct on Bentley Mill 
Way threaten the structure’s future. 

Planning permission is being sought to 
lower the road as part of a proposed £26 
million revamp of roads in the town. The 
carriageway would be lowered by about 
three feet, hopefully creating enought 
headroom for HGVs. 

The aqueduct was completed in 1799 and 
carries the Walsall Canal. 


Steven Edwards, from Walsall Council, 
said in the application: “The lowering of 
the road will stop collisions and consequent 
damage to the aqueduct which is currently 
caused when HGV drivers misjudge the 
height of the aqueduct. 

“This current damage is likely to lead to 
the eventual collapse of the structure. 

“The aqueduct is a Grade II listed struc¬ 
ture and, in addition to this the owners of 
the structure, British Waterways, do not 
wish to see the structure destroyed, either 
by repeated inadvertent vehicle collisions 
or by being replaced.” 

He added that changes to the street fur¬ 


niture, such as bollards, around the bridge 
would be sympathetic to the materials used 
on the bridge. 

The plans also include traffic signals at 
the junction between Darlaston Road and 
Bentley Mill Way, and the latter will be 
aligned better to avoid the “kink” which 
drivers have to negotiate. 

The improvements are being proposed as 
an initial stage of the £26m makeover of 
roads, as it is believed that the number of 
vehicles using the roads will increase sig¬ 
nificantly as a result of the revamp due to 
the opening up of land for development off 
Bentley Mill Way.

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Work starts to boost 
safety on danger road 


MOTORISTS in Walsall can expect 
delays during a £90,000 scheme to 
improve an accident-plagued 
road. 

Clarkes Lane in Willenhall has been the 
scene of 18 accidents in the past three years. 

Contractors have now started work to 
improve safety along Clarkes Lane and 
Sandbeds Road, which includes new pedes¬ 
trian refuges, signs and road markings. 

Traffic is being restricted to a single lane 
along Clarkes Lane and temporary lights are 
being used during the work. 

The scheme is being carried out in partner¬ 
ship between Walsall Council and Tarmac 
National Contracting. It was due to start last 
November but was delayed while the plans 
were tweaked. The work involves narrowing 
Clarkes Lane between Durham Avenue and 
Walsall Road through the introduction of two 
pedestrian refuges. 

Markings 

Key junctions on the stretch will be high¬ 
lighted through the use of road markings 
with a product called Weatherline, which will 
make the lines more visible. New signs will 
also be put up. 

Council bosses say the work is due to last 
until the end of the month, weather permit¬ 
ting. 

The borough’s transport boss, Councillor 
Tom Ansell, said the work followed 174 con¬ 
sultation packs outlining the proposed 
details of the scheme being sent to residents. 

He said: “We wrote to residents to advise 
them when work would be starting along this 
stretch. The majority of work will take place 
between 9.30am and 4pm on weekdays.”

GRAFFITI has been daubed 
across the front of a Walsall 
church. The obscene scrawl, 
which is a few feet wide, has been 
sprayed on a stone carving at St 
Martin’s Church in Walsall. 

The Reverend Simon Bickersteth, from 
the Daffodil Road church, said an attempt to 
remove it using chemicals failed and private 
contractors will have to be called in. 

It is the second time the 51-year-old 
church has been vandalised by graffiti in 
four years. 

Satanic 

The last time vandals scrawled a satanic 
image on the building. 

Mr Bickersteth said: “Someone has 
scrawled on the stone carving on the front of 
the church which is called Jesus and the 
Child. It a few feet wide and it looks like 
someone has tagged it with the letters PDO. 

“The difficulty is that because it’s stone 
we can’t remove it easily. Street Pride has 
tried using chemicals but it hasn’t worked. 
Because it’s stone they can’t guarantee 
removing it without causing damage.” 

He said the church now faced turning to 
private contractors to get rid of the scrawl. 

“It’s a fairly offensive symbol to scrawl on 
a church,” he added. “We don’t know how 
much it’s going to cost to remove. 

“It’s more of a hassle and inconvenience 
than anything else. We had graffiti in the 
same area about four years ago but other 
than that we have very few problems. This 
was probably just someone being an idiot.” 

The church is used by dozens of commu¬ 
nity groups and more than 2,000 people pass 
through its doors each month.

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Hospital and 
charity raided 
by metal thief 
for roof lead 

A METAL thief from Brownhills targeted a 
hospital and a charity, stealing more than 
£4,000 in lead, a court heard. 

Andrew Haddock stole lead at Stafford Hospital and from 
a building owned by Age UK in the county town. 

Cannock Magistrates Court heard that the 21-year-old 
had earlier admitted taking lead worth £2,000 from the roof 
of the Mid Staffordshire Postgraduate Medical Centre, 
based at Stafford Hospital. 

Mr Giles Rowden, prosecuting, said the removal of the 
lead had caused £5,760 of damage to the roof. 

On the same night, 
between September 15 and 
16 last year, the court heard 
that £2,146 worth of lead 
was taken from Bradbury 
House, a building owned by 
charity Age UK, in Weston 
Road, Stafford. 

Haddock, of Ogley Road, 
Brownhills, was caught after 
being spotted on Stafford 
Hospital’s CCTV system. 

Defending, Mr David 
Grice said that Haddock, 
who previously lived in 
Canford Place, Cannock, 
had no previous convictions, 
had pleaded guilty at an 
early stage and “needs help to understand some points of 
the criminal justice system”. 

He said: “He is a young man who needs an appropriate 
adult and who is not able to understand all of the proce¬ 
dures.” 

Haddock was due to be sentenced earlier but did not turn 
up to court in time, so also faced a third charge of failing to 
surrender to court bail. 

Haddock was ordered to carry out 120 hours of unpaid 
work, along with a 12 month community order, and ordered 
to pay £500 in compensation. 

Chief magistrate Jennifer Webb said all three charges had 
been taken into consideration. 

Haddock, who is currently on benefits, was ordered to pay 
back his compensation at £10 per fortnight.

Concern over city mayor 


A directly-elected mayor for 
Birmingham would have a “con¬ 
siderable impact” on the sur¬ 
rounding Black Country 
boroughs, a Walsall MP says. 

Residents in Birmingham will head to the 
polls on May 3 to decide whether to have an 
elected mayor or not. But Walsall North MP 
David Winnick claims the move will have an 
impact beyond the city. 

The Labour MP said: “The argument put 
forward in Birmingham for such a post is 


that the city should be able to negotiate with 
ministers and, indeed, with organisations 
and governments overseas on an equal 
basis.” That, he said, could place the bor¬ 
oughs at a “sharp disadvantage”. 

“Currently, there is a Black Country 
Leaders Group, where the four borough 
leaders meet with their chief executives, but 
as I understand the position, there is no sec¬ 
retariat, as such,” he said. 

“No-one would argue it has anywhere 
near the clout which Birmingham would 
have, if there was a full-time mayor.”

CLINTON Cards is poised to 
take over an empty unit at 
Walsall’s Crown Wharf Shop¬ 
ping Park.

An application has now been submit¬ 
ted to Walsall Council on behalf of 
Clinton Cards for the empty Crown 
Wharf unit. 

Clintons bosses want to create a 
1,000 sq ft mezzanine within the 9,300 
sq ft store. 


Planning chiefs will consider the 
application in the coming weeks. 

Dennis Anson, representative for 
the Pleck ward, said: “I’m glad to hear 
this could mean an empty unit is taken 
over.

“We need as many shops to be filled 
as possible. I don’t know what will 
happen to the other Clintons stores but 
at least the company is staying within 
the town. 

“It would be more worrying if they 
were to move somewhere else. 

“It would be good to see the Crown 
Wharf full and bustling,” he added.
